Peace Talks 
Threatened 
With Delay

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's plan to halt the 
bombing of North Vietnam and 
expand the Paris peace talks 
was threatened with indefinite 
delay and possible collapse last 
week when South Vietnam sud- 
denly withdrew its agreement to 
the deal in a bid to change the 
terms. 


The split between Washington 


and Its South Vietnamese ally 
could have stalled the end of the 
bombing until after Tuesday's 
presidential election—and thus 
denied Democratic nominee Hu- 
bert H, Humphrey whatever po- 
litical benefit he might have de- 
rived from it. 


There has been some specula- 


tion here that President Nguyen 
Van Thieu was interested in put- 
ting off action until after the 
election to see whether he might 
get the terms he wanted if Re- 
publican Richard M. Nixon won. 


Nixon himself, who has gener- 


ally supported Johnson's efforts 
to negotiate an end to the bomb-

Paris. He also wanted Hanoi to 
agree that a delegation of the 
South Vietnamese National Lib- 
eration Front (NLF) would par- 
ticipate in the talks only as a 
part of the North Vietnamese 
delegation. 


Johnson rejected these condi- 


tions on the ground that they 
would produce new counter-de- 
mands by Hanoi, upset the,un-

reached, and deadlock negotia- 
tions indefinite. 


The North Vietnamese had 


com* to terms with him in a 
series of exchanges through ne- 
gotiators in Paris on October 
27th and 28th. 


The final proposal to which 


they responded had been sent to 
them by Johnson about October 
15. According to administration 
officials, 
President Thieu had 


approved that proposal before it 
was sent.

has corroborated those totals, 
but because a part ol the pro- 
gramming produced unreliable 
totals for Individual states, we 
were forced to switch complete- 
ly to the emergency source of 
returns to insure the production 
of correct totals,"

Inc., 


which handled, the computer 
program, said that thorough 
and extensive testing of the pro* 
gram failed to disclose a prior 
warning of the failure which oc- 
curred. 


NES tabulated the vote for 


president in each state as well 
as each race for governor, U.S. 
Senate and House of Represent- 
atives, Tlw results were made 
available simultaneously to its 
five members^-the two news 
services and three major teievi* 
sion networks.

picked Brooks for the lineman 
honor just ahead of teammate 
Charles Speyrer. 


The back award went to Ar- 


kansas' sensational sophomore 
quarterback Bill Montgomery, 
who completed 20 of 28 lasses 
for 258 yards and two touch- 
downs against Texas A&M in a 
25-22 victory. 


"We knew it would be a long 


day 
of rushing the passer," 


Brooks said. "We just kept try- 
ing to get tlirough, figuring that 
the law of averages would work 
in our favor." 


Texas, operating from a pro- 


type 4-3 defense most of the day 
in the smashing 38-7 victory, 
dropped Hixon eight times. 


"It wasn't any tiling new that 


we put on just for the Mus- 
tangs," Brooks said. "It's one 
of our regular defenses that 
we've had all along. We just 
stayed in that formation more 
for SMU." 


Brooks had nine tackles for 


the day. 


While Hixson was being gob-

Montgomery rallied Arkansas 


from a 14-6 halftime deficit in 
the A&M game. He hit nine 
passes in a row, including two 
for 
toucWowns. Montgomery 


completed 16 of 20 in the pres- 
sure cooker second half. 


He never lost his poise—even 


after he liad made a bad pitch 
on one down that lost almost 20 
yards. 


"Coach Broyles always says 


don't let one mistake lead to 
another," said Montgomery. "If 
you make a mistake you just 
forget about tliat one." 


The Aggies found only one 


way to stop Montgomery for a 
few plays and that was acciden- 
tal. He lost ids contact lenses 
on a tackle. 


But Montgomery is thinking

er the polls had closed. 


In New York, Nixon stopped 


short of claiming victory. He

awaiting a 


statement of concession from 
Humphrey. 


George C. Wallace of the 


American 
Independent 
party 


was a distant third, 


Shortly after 10 a.m. Hum- 


phrey placed a telephone call to 
his Republican rival for the 
presidency. 


He turned to friends in his 


Minneapolis hotel suite and 
said: "I don't want any sympa- 
thy from any of you." 


Nixon's victory reversed, in a 


sense, his razor-thin loss to John 
F, Kennedy in the 1960 presiden- 
tial race, 


It also completed a remark- 


able political comeback. 


After losing to Kennedy, Nix- 


on was beaten by Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown for the governor- 
ship of California. Nixon moved 
to New York City and became a 
lawyer. 


One of Nixon's top advisers, 


Herbert G. Klein, claimed that 
the Republican candidate would 
wind up with an electoral ma- 
jority of more than 300. 


Klein said that Wallace "cut 


in on us heavily" In Pennsylva- 
nia, which Humphrey won. No 
Republican lias been elected 
president in this century without 
Pennsylvania's support. 


Appearing on early morning 


television, Humphrey said that 
the contest lad been "a donny- 
brook and anything can hap- 
pen." He said he doesn't believe 
the result will be known until 
Liter In the day. 


Humphrey said he is "an op- 


timistic man" and "I feel that 
way tonight." 


If the issue should go to the 


Electoral 
College, 
members 


could cross party lines. Only 16 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia bind their electors to sup- 
port the popular-vote winner 
and even those laws have not 
been tested for constitutionality. 


Nixon has said he would be 


willing to accept as the presi- 
dential victor "the man who re- 
ceives the most votes for the of- 
fice, who ever that man may 
be." 


Humphrey did not accept Nix- 


on's Invitation to let the plurali- 
ty winner take all. He said he 
felt bound to follow the "consti- 
tutional process" of letting the 
decision go to the House, if it 
canvj to that. 


Wallace's comment was that 


"tills election is not over yet." 
This seemed an obvious refer- 
ence to the possibility that the 
decision might go to the Elec- 
toral College, 
since Wallace 


would have little influence on a 
choice made by the House. 


Humphrey's 
main 
strength 


was built around New York, 
Pennsylvania and Texas, all 
heavy electoral vote states, with 
support 
in the 
northeastern 


states. 


Nixon fashioned his electoral 


vote strength largely from mid- 
western and western areas as 
well as a fringe of states around 
the Deep South and New Jersey. 


How much President John- 


son's Thursday decision to halt 
attacks on North Vietnam af- 
fected the outcome remained 
problematical. 


Nixon's 
advisers 
thought 


Johnson's action may have add- 
ed a percentage point to Hum- 
phrey's support. But they also 
thought refusal of South Viet - 
mm to send a delegation to the 
Paris peace talks might have 
subtracted this.

t was one of the closest na-

ries of both hawks and doves 
Tuesday blurred the over-all im- 
pact of the Vietnam war in key 
Senate races. 


Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and one of 
the most outspoken doves, won 
re-election, while Sen. Joseph S. 
Clark, D-Pa., another dove, was 
defeated. 


Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 


another Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee member who sharply at- 
tacked 
Vietnam 
policy, was 


trailing in his bid for re-elec- 
tion. 


Barry Goldwater of Arizona 


and Edward Gurney of Florida 
were the most prominent hawks 
to win Senate seats. 


Gurney, a F?|ubllcan mem- 


ber of The House, captured the 
Senate seat vacated by retiring 
Democrat George A. Smathers. 


Gurney, who advocated car- 


rying the war to North Vietnam 
and blockading the port of Hai- 
phong, defeated his Democratic 
opponent, former Gov. LeRoy 
Collins by a substantial margin. 


Collins had called for pushing 


the Paris peace talks and for 
gradual de-Americanization of 
the war. 


Goldwater, the GOP presiden- 


tial candidate four years ago, 
won back a Senate seat after a 
campaign in which he said new 
leadership was needed to win 
the war. 


Goldwater replaced retiring 


Democrat Carl Hayden. 


Frank Church of Idaho and 


Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin, 
two more Senate doves, won re- 
election.
